The largest number of irregu- 
lzrities was found at the Stag Ho- 
tel, a low-priced lodging house at 
5A North Ninth street, where 34 
of a total of 98 persons whose 
names were left on the voting list 
were said not to be residents of 
the hotel. 

At another lodging house, the 
Annex Hotel, 615 Walnut street, a 
reporter was told that 13 of the 
66 persons left on the revised 
registration lists were not resi- 
dents.

Hotel showed that 34 of the total 
number of persons listed as regis- 
tered voters there were neither 
permanent nor transient resi- 
dents. 

More Unknown Guests. © 

Of the 13 registered voters not 
found at the Annex Hotel, a 
man who identified himself as 


the room clerk told a reporter |: 


that three were unknown to him 
and the other 10 had moved sev- 
eral months ago. 

An employe of the Baltimore 
Hotel told a reporter that three 
of the persons listed as regis- 
tered voters there had moved 
Jast spring. Another registrant 
was unknown to him, he said. — 

The room clérk at the establish- 
ment at 221 South Broadway told 
a reporter he did not: know two 
of the persons registered to vote 
from that address. A third regis- 
trant had lived there but moved 
a year ago, he said. 

* An attempt was made to check 
the list of persons registered to 
vote from the St. Francis Hotel, 
604 Chestnut street, but the hotel 
manager refused a reporter ac- 
cess to the hotel register. Elec- 
tion board canvassers struck the 
names of 16 persons listed as 
voters at the hotel, leaving a 
total of 83 persons registered 
to vote from the 75-room estab- 
lishment.. 

' Kinney Registered. 

State Senator Michael Kinney, 
Democratic committeeman of the 
Sixth Ward, is among those reg- 
istered to vote from the hotel. 
Kinney is a staunch supporter of 
former Gov. Phil M. Donnelly for 
the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination at the Aug. 5 primary 
election. 

The Sixth Ward was one of the 
13 city wards in which the elec- 
tion board ordered a drastic 
shake-up of precinct election 
clerks shortly before the city- 
wide canvass of voters. All but 
nine of the 62 Democratic and 
Republican precinct clerks in the 
ward were affected. | 

Disclosure of the additional 120 
errors made by clerks in the

LONDON, July 26 (AP)—The 
House of Commons tied itself into 
a knot today trying to decide 
which is the end of a piece of 
string.

HAILEYBURY, Ont., July 26 
(UP)—Two hunting and camera 
enthusiasts have been convicted 
of torturing a moose to death so 
that they could take movies of 
the animal’s death struggles. 

Ronald Manson and Roland Le- 
brun were sentenced to three 
months in prison or $250 fines 
for “a most callous and horrible 
act of inhumanity.” 

It was testified at the trial that 
Manson and Lebrun kept the 
moose swimming in a lake for 
three hours, jabbing it with 
spears and taunting it as 
thrashed in the shallows. Deep 
gashes were found on the ani- 
mal’s body.

“slight clash” when army troops

The military-backed govern- 
ment of Premier Aly Maher, who 
took over early this week after 
a coup d'etat led by a new strong 
man, Maj. Gen. Mohammed Na- 
guib, had served a six-hour ulti- 
matum on Farouk and demanded 
that he leave Egypt by 1 p.m. 

Leaves Country. 

The army’s general headquar- 
ters communique said the King 
left the country before expira- 
tion of the ultimatum. 

(Egyptian broadcasts, heard in 
Beirut, said he sailed on his royal 
yacht for Europe. French re- 
ports said he might ultimately go 
to the United States.) 

After saying that Maher re- 
quested two things: (1) abdication 
in favor of the infant prince and 
(2) that the King leave the coun- 
try in six hours, the communique 
added that “his majesty has kind- 
ly consented to accept both de- 
mands and they were put into ef- 
fect at the scheduled time with 
nothing happening to cause 
trouble.” 

Maher had two conferences 
with the King at Alexandria. 
Then Farouk was visited by 
United States Ambassador Jeffer- 


son Caffery. On emerging after; 


a 10-minute conference, Caffery 
told newspaper men “we dis- 
cussed the situation.” He de- | 
clined to elaborate. | 

Kebbeh Palace, near Cairo’s 
suburban Heliopolis, was _ sur- 
rounded by troops during the 
momentous events at Alexandria, 
where Farouk was spending the | 
summer. 

Bombers Over Cairo. 

Rir force bombers passed .over 
Cairo in the direction of Alex- 
andria, Cairo dispatches said. 

A state council, equivatent to 
a supreme court, was being held 
in Alexandria, apparently to 
draft the necessary legislation for | 
the regency after formal ab- 
dication. 

The meeting was attended by 
Naguib, Maher, Minister of Just- 
ice Mohammed Roushdy, Abdel 
Razzan El Sanhoury, chairman 
of the state council, and vice 
chairman Suleiman Be Hafez. 

A regency council will be head- 
ed by 53-year old Prince Mo- 
hammed Abdel Moneim, second 
cousin of Farouk and third in 
line of sucession to the throne, 
it was reported. 

Informants said the council 
would consist of three members, 
including the second in line of 
succession, Prince Mohammed 
Aly, another cousin of Farouk. 

(Cairo dispatches quoted army 
sources as saying Farouk was 
brought to Cairo late this morn- 
ing. The reports did not say 
how the monarch traveled. 

(The news that Farouk had ab- 
dicated caused British Foreign 
Office officials in London to go 
into a hurried conference.) 

The information from Alexan- 
dria was that after breaking into 
the palace the troops arrested 
Gen. Abdulla el Nagoumi, the 
King’s chief aid. 

Hafez Affi, chief of Farouk’s 
personal cabinet, resigned earlier 
today. 

Afifi was the seventh in the 
King’s personal entourage to re- 
sign in less than 24 hours. 

Naguib was reported to have 
won the full support of the Egyp- 
tian navy for his coup in a series 
of conferences with Navy officials 
in Alexandria. The army and air 
force previously had pledged their 
full support. 

The other royal officials who 
quit were Elias Andraous, the 
King’s economic adviser and 
Egypt’s delegate to the Suez canal 
company; the King’s personal air- 


lain; his aide de camp; the chief 
physician of the royal yacht, and 
another palace official.

They responded 
with a trenmendous wave of 
cheers, ‘taking to their hearts the 
man who never wanted the honor 
they had given him and who still 
doubted they had given it to the 
right man. 

Given the nomination on a 
third-ballot tide of votes, Steven- 
son came to the convention hall 
and faced the Democratic dele- 
gates with the manner of a man 
overwhelmed by the responsibility 
suddenly shoved upon him.

Soon after his arrival in Chi- 
cago yesterday, Truman predicted 
confidently that Stevenson would 
be nominated on a third ballot. 
People began to drop by his suite 
—James A. Farley, former Demo- 
cratic national chairman; Vice 
President and Mrs. _ Barkley, 
Wrank McKinney, Democratic Na- 
tional Chairman, and others wise 
in polities. 

The President had hardly set- 
tled down to dinher at the Stock- 
yards Hotel about 8 p.m. before 
Paul Fitzpatrick, the New.

57 Minutes Late 

Today’s session, the last of the 
convention, opened at 11:57 a.m., 
57 minutes late. 

Stevenson was nominated shert- 
ly after mi t when the third 
roll call gave the following votes:

Senator Estes Kefauver 275%, 

Senator Richard B. Russell 261. 

Vice President Alben Barkley 

6744. 
Nomination required 614% 
votes, two of the delegate-votes 
being absent on the third roll 
call. Stevenson was 1% votes 
short when the call of the roll 
was completed but, after Senator 
Kefauver of Tennessee and Sen- 
ator Russell of Georgia both 
addressed the convention and 
conceded Stevenson’s victory, 
Utah switched the votes that put 
the Governor over.

‘SLOT MACHINE TAX 
STAMPS OFF 50 PCT. 
IN LOWER ILLINOIS 


| Further evidence that the times 


| are tough for the gambling busi- 


| ness was reported today. 

Federal slot machine tax appli- 
cations in downstate Illinois 
dropped more than 50 per cent, 
from 1218 to 603, in the fiscal 
year ended last June 30, as com- 
pared with the previous year, the 
Internal Revenue Collector’s of- 
fice at Springfield reported. 

A total of 1827 federal occupa- 
tional gambling stamps were sold 
in the district from last Nov. 1, 
effective date of the new law re- 
quiring -bookmakers, policy and 
punchboard operators and other 
gamblers to buy stamps, until last 
May 31, Ernest H. Vaughn, direc- 
tor of the -Springfield district, 
said. 

Revenue from these stamps to- 
taled $54,156 and another $214,- 
353 was collected from their hold- 
ers under the provision for a 10 
per cent tax on gross gambling 
income. New occupational stamps 
must be obtained each July 1. 
Since that date this year 95 such 
stamps have been sold, Vaughn 
reported.

Stevenson’s Triumph Over Green 
Put Him in National Spotlight 


His ‘Turn the Rascals Out’ Campaign Was 
Aided by Post-Dispatch Disclosures of 
Widespread Official Corruption. 


Adlai Stevenson's emergence as 
a national figure resulted from 
his sensational victory over the 
corrupt Illinois Republican ma- 
chine in November, 1948. 

In his first bid for elective of- 
fice, the “striped-pants” candi- 
date, as his opponents called him, 
polled 2,250,074 votes, gaining a 
plurality of 572,067 over Dwight 
H. Green, largest ever recorded in 
an Illinois gubernatorial race. 

This plurality compared with 
that of only 33,612 won in the 
state by President Truman. Ste- 
venson unquestionably carried Il- 
linois for the national ticket. 

The personal nature of his con- 
quest was emphasized two years 
later when Republican Congress- 
man Everett Dirksen won over

Disclosures of Corruption. 
Stevenson’s “turn the rascals 


: out” campaign in 1948 was aided 


by Post-Dispatch disclosures of 
official corruption 


Republicans turned against the 
Green machine in droves after 
Post-Dispatch reporters turned up 
one instance after another of 
graft and betrayal of the public 
trust. 

The newspaper’s crusade at- 
tracted national attention when 
its reporter, Theodore C, Link, 
was indicted in Peoria on a 
trumped up kidnaping charge in 
a “whitewash” investigation by 
Republican Attorney General 
George F. Barrett. 


Politicians’ Sinecure Jobs. 

The indictment, later dismissed, 
served only to intensify the 
Post-Dispatch campaign, which 
wound up shortly before the elec- 
tion with disclosure that the 
Green-Barrett combination had 
entrenched itself by putting coun- 
ty committee officers on the state 
payroll in 92 of the state’s 102 
counties. Most of the jobs were 
sinecures, being listed as “field 
investigator,” ‘messenger-clerk” 
and “inspector.” 

In the eight years of the Green 
administration, the Post-Dispatch 
revealed, the state payroll had 
nearly doubled, rising from an 
estimated 21,000 in 1940 to more 
than 38,000 in 1948. Payroll costs 
rose from $42,000,000 in 1942 to 
$95,000,000 in 1948. 

Stevenson, whose experience 
in public life up to then had 
been exclusively at the national 
and international level, toured 


the state in ‘a rented automobile 
and told voters, with every evi- 
dence of sincerity, that “My 
greatest ambition is to drive cor- 
ruption, waste and machine poli- 
tics out of Springfield.” 

He referred in speeches to the 
Post - Dispatch disclosures of 
commercial gambling in many 
counties under the noses of local 
law-enforcement officers, and of 
the failure of Green and Barrett 
to exercise their powers to clean 
up the situation. 

Worse Corruption Disclosed. 
His and the Post-Dispatch’s 
charges of official corruption 
were pointed up even more 
sharply in 1949, after the Demo- 
crats took office, when the news- 
paper, gaining access to records 
withheld by the Green crowd, 
disclosed that conditions had 
been even worse than pictured 
during the campaign. 

Among the unsavory facts re- 
vealed were wholesale frauds in 
purchase of state supplies and 
the presence of 51 newspaper 
men on the Green payroll, most 
of them in “messenger-clerk” 
type jobs. The last-named dis- 
closure won for the Post-Dispatch 
a Pulitzer Prize for meritorious 
public service , 

Stevenson’s victory in 1948, 
overwhelming as it was, marked 
him with the practical politicians 
as a vote-getter and a winner. 

Success As Governor. 

His remarkable success as gov- 
ernor in carrying out many of 
his campaign promises, including 
swift action to wipe out corrup- 
tion in his own official family 
whenever it reared its head, 
served to push him ever forward 
as a likely presidential candidate 
in 1952. 

As early as a week after the 
1948 election his- fellow-Demo- 
crats in Illinois were looking on 
him as presidential timber. 

Ora Smith, elected state treas- 
urer on the Stevenson ticket, 
said at a celebration dinner: “TIlli- 
nois will lose Adlai Stevenson 
after one term as Governor. 
They'll be looking that guy up 
for the big seat down in Wash- 
ington four years from now.” 

Stevenson, innately modest, 
confessed to the celebrators that 
“I’m a little stunned by it all.” 

Friends recalled that only a 
few days before the election he 
had confided, after studying the 
polls which predicted an easy Re- 
publican victory: “I don't think 
we've got a chance.”

Employers’ Proposed 31- 
Cent Increase, Part 
Now and Rest Later, 
Voted Down. 


Striking AFL truck drivers re- 
jected overwhelmingly today the 
latest proposal by the Motor Car- 
riers’ Council to end the 26-day- 
old truck strike here. The an- 
nounced vote was 632 to 14. 

The drivers, members of Team- 
sters’ Local 600, voted by secret 
ballot in a two-and-one-half-hour 
meeting at Teamsters’ Hall, 4141 
Forest Park avenue. 

Terms of the latest offer, made 
public today by union officers, 
included an hourly pay increase 
of 31 cents in two installments 
21 cents now and an additional 10 
cents in the second year of a pro- 
posed two-year contract. That 
would have increased the top 
wage to $1.80 the first year and 
$1.90 the second. 

The management proposal did 
not include the immediate 40-hour 
week sought by the drivers. In- 
stead, it would have provided a 
work week of 44 hours now and 
40 hours the second year. 

The same offer was rejected 
yesterday by platform workers of 
Teamsters’ Local 632 by a vote of 
5981 to 191. The platform work- 
ers, not on strike themselves, have 
been thrown out of work by the 
walkout of 2400 drivers. Drivers 
abuemployed by the council com- 
prise about half of the strikers. 

The other half, working for 
firms affiliated with the Team & 
Truck Owners’ Association, will 
meet tomorrow at 9 a.m. at Team- 
sters’ Hall to consider the latest 
offer of the employers’ organize- 
tion. Its latest published proposal, 
made July 9, included a 17-cent 
hourly pay increase, a health and 
welfare program and a 40-hour, 
five-day week. 


M’MAHON FAILS TO RALLY 
AS EXPECTED FROM OPERATION 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (UP)— 
Senator Brien McMahon’s secre- 
tary said today the Connecticut 
Democrat has failed to rally as 
expected from an operation. 

“He hasn’t rallied from the op- 
eration as well as expected,” she 
said, adding, however, that he “is 
doing all right and we are hopeful 
he will pick up some.”

The ideal in American public life is to have 
the office seek the man.

The 
opening of this 62-mile long canal, linking two 
mighty rivers so that ocean-going naval and mer- 
chant ships, can move from the Baltic, White 
and Arctic seas across the great Russian plain 
to the Black and Caspian seas, is of considerable 
strategic and economic importance. The Soviet 
press has been bragging stentorously on the 
realization of this centuries-old dream and it is 
an accomplishment that should be duly noted in 
the United States. 

Shortage of transportation facilities, particu- 
larly rail lines, has been the Achillés heel of 
the Soviet economy and of the Soviet military 
system. The new canal should be a major factor 
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in relieving the overstrained. railroads. Soviet ‘ 


naval units can be quickly transferred from one 
major area to another without making the trip 
via the English Channel,; Mediterranean and 
Dardanelles. Freight and passengers gain the 
advantages of the linking of 18,000 miles of navi- 
gable waters in the Volga and northwestern Eu- 
ropean basins with the 7800 miles in the Don and 
Dnieper basins, to say nothing of the Danubian 
waterways. Diesel electric icebreakers are ex- 
pected to lengthen the winter navigation system 
and huge water reservoirs are under construc- 
tion to eliminate low water during summer 
drouths on the Volga. ; 

One of these reservoirs, already known as the 


Tsimlyanskaya Sea, lies midway between Rostov . 


Puerto Rico’s increasing political independ- 
ence, signalized by adoption of the new consti- 
tution which makes it self-governing, is being 
accompanied by growth in economic independ- 
ence. The island’s dependence on sugar alone— 
which was never enough—is being replaced by 
a pretty well diversified industry. Some hun- 
dred industries have been established as a re- 
sult of the efforts of the Munoz Government in 
the last four years. While textiles are the most 
important, there are also plants making shoes, 
cigars, alcohol products, cement, and clay prod- 
ucts. This has been done by joint Government 
and private enterprise. It is called “Operation 
Bootstrap.” 

Still further opportunities open out before 
the new free commonwealth, for improvement 
on the agricultural front as well as on the in- 
dustrial. Gov. Munoz’ men figure their country 
could grow six.times as much coffee as it does 
at present and could add to the girth of the 
Puerto Rican pocketbook by refining its own 
sugar. 

Private capital from the United States is 
largely relied upon to finance Puerto Rican in- 
dustries. Public capital from this country is 
being sought too, for subsidies—that would be 
“Operation Boost.” Washington also keeps a 
hand on Puerto Rican destinies by administer- 
ing insular foreign policies, So Americans will 
determine to a considerable*extent whether pub- 
lic and private policies develop Puerto Rico’s 
economy or exploit it, though the Munoz Govern- 
ment means to do all it can to insure that the re- 
sults are constructive. 

One of the best possible ways for Americans 
to demonstrate that the umderdeveloped and 
striving countries of the world can best join 
their fortunes to those of the free West, rather 
than to the Soviet Union's, will be in what is 
done in the decade ahead in Puerto Rico.

Pictures for Road Signs 

Pictures, as well as words, are employed in a 
set of road signs which have been approved by 
traffic experts from five continents for world- 
wide use after two years of studies and field 
tests. The idea is that the meaning will be 
clear to travelers even though they do not un- 
derst4nd the language of the country they are 
passing through. It seems evident that the signs 
will also be more immediately meaningful even 
to those who are perfectly familiar with the 
words, for the pictures carry the whole story 
in a universal language. 

The sign with the world “Children” bears a 
silhouette of two children walking, the larger 
with a hand on the arm of the smaller as they 
cross the street. “Slippery Road” is accom- 
panied by a drawing of an automobile with 
tracks which describe S’s. “Drawbridge” shows 
a drawbridge opening. 

Already road signs with pictures on them 
are in limited use in this country, but the 
markers adopted by the international experts 
suggest that they could be used much more 
widely to good purpose. A picture may convey 
a message so quickly that a motorist may see, 
comprehend and act upon it in less time than 
he would require to make out the letters of a 
worded” warning. When immediate and sure 
eommunication in this vital field is available in 
pictures as well as words, it is overlooking a 
good bet not to make use of both.

Revolt on the Nile 


In many nations political corruption is a mat- 
ter of public concern, but in Egypt it has be- 
come a way of life. Successive leaders have been 
powerless to combat it, if indeed they tried. And 
this was the issue which , Gen. Mohammed Na- 
guib seized as the basis for a successful military 
revolt. 

With his troops in control of Cairo, the Gen- 
eral promised the people a drive on corruption. 
In Egypt, the word has come to mean more than 
graft, though that is common enough. Corrup- 
tion there has involved the use of government 
itself to*support and enrich a wealthy class in a 
poor nation. _ : 

Last year, faced with internal crisis, the ruling 
Wafd party sought to divert attention from mass 
misery at home. The party seized upon the bit- 
ter nationalist feeling which colonialism had de- 
posited, raised the Suez canal question and de- 
picted Britain as a monstrous villian. 

This maneuver turned out to be bloody and 
pointless. It led to the Cairo riots, which forced 
King Farouk to oust the Wafdist Government. It 
did not fofce Britain from the Suez nor even 
thake a scapegoat of her. It did not cover up 
the corruption, but left a heritage of political

premier, Aly Maher, was an early one of these.

Corporation farm interests in California 
have made the employment of Mexican na- 
tionals as great a menace to a decent stan- 
dard of living for agricultural workers as 
the more publicized “wetback.” 

A report prepared by Dr. Ernesto Ga- 
larza, education director of the National 
Agricultural Workers Union, AFL, on op- 
eration of the International Executive 
Agreement*of 1951 for the importation of 
Mexican nationals; reveals how labor sur- 
pluses are being created. forcing an addi- 
tional relief burden on some counties, 


It exposes the organized forces which 
shift to the people the cost of welfare re- 
lief loads, loss of purchasing power, rural 
slums, disruption of family life—the price 
of displacement of thousands of citizens 
from their jobs. 

These surpluses are built up, the report 
shows, because state and federal govern- 
ment agefcies listen only to the growers’ 
associations. The cheap labor surplus un- 
dercuts wage levels. A Mexican national 
provides even cheaper labor than the writ- 
ten contracts call for, because administra- 
tion of the international executive agree- 
ment is inadequate. : 

Need for additional workers is supposed 
to be the basis for determining the number 
of contract nationals allowed to enter Cali- 
fornia, but the process of certification 
turns out to be a rubber-stamping of the 
demands of the corporation farmers. 


27,000 Workers Certified, 1000 Used 


The individual farmer estimates his re- 
quirements, and “applications” for Mexi- 
can nationals are processed through the 
county farm placement advisory commit- 
tee, being relayed by the State Department 
of Employment to the national office for 
approval. 

The union report adds, “It will be found 
that for. years the corporation farmers and 
the Government experts have been con- 
sistently wrong by ridiculous margins of 
error. Systematically, the certifiers ap- 
prove contracts for Mexican nationals 
which consistently turn out to be three, 
four and five times more than are actually 
called to work.” ' 

In October 1950, there were about 8000 
nationals in California. In October 1951, 
there were 35,000—an increase of over 
400 per cent. 

In 1951, 27,000 nationals were certified 
to pick cotton #n Central Valley. Only 
1000 could be used. In 1951 there was a 
force of 37,000 contract nationals in addi- 
tion to the 40,000 wetbacks already in 
California. 

Last summer in the tomato harvest of 
San Joaquin and Stanislaus county, nation- 
als, handled by Mexican contractors on be- 
half of the growers’ associations, were paid 


'14 to 16 cents a box. The union had won 


a scale of 20 cents a box the previous sea- 


son through strike action... The rate for 
picking the smallicr pear tomato was re- 
duced by 35 per cent in some cases. 


Numbers of domestic farm workers are 
out of jobs because the nationals work for 
less pay. Said the report, “The process of 
displacement has been carried to extremes 
in the harvesting of tomatoes in the Up- 
per San Joaquin valley. About 25 per 
cent of the picking in 1951 was done by 
nationals. Not more than 15 per cent was 
handled by domestic labor. The rest of 
the pickers were illegals.” 

In practice, even the modest provisions 
in international agreements for protection 
of the nationals are disregarded. 


Abuse of International Pact 


Decent housing is supposed to be re- 
quired, yet at Stockton last year 300 na- 
tionals were kept in the 4-H Club cattle 
pavilion, with only six toilets provided. 
Temperatures ranged down to 50 degrees 
at night but just one blanket was given 
each man. 

The agreement of 1951 was specific 
about deductions from wages. . Yet, “The 
union received hundreds of complaints 
and checked a good number of them, in- 
volving illegal deductions for food, blan- 
kets, medical service, and transportation,” 
the report stated. 

The National Agricultural Workers Un- 
ion has attempted unsuccessfully a num- 
ber of times to inspect the individual work 
contracts. All agencies concerned have 
denied access to the contracts. 

The union has tried repeatedly, but un- 
successfully, to get a hearing to appeal 
these arbitrary refusals from the Depart- 
ment of Labor, Justice and State under the 
terms and provisions of: the Administra- 
tive Procedures Act, 


Ways to Curb Labor Profiteering 


The report makes the descriptive term, 
racket, seem appropriate for this “service” 
industry. Gross violations of the law are 
winked at. The few profit hugely at the 
expense of the many. 

The National Agricultural Workers Un- 
ion suggests the following remedies: -(1) 
Stop the importation of Mexican labor un- 
til the traffic in “‘wetbacks” is halted; (2) 
give organized labor an equal voice in 
drawing up the new agreement; (3) give 
certifications of need only if nationals and 
domestic workers are guaranteed the same 
work, wage and living conditions; (4) give 
certification only after public hearings in 
the area where need is claimed. Base 
wage rates for aliens on contracts negoti- 
ated between domestic workers and em- 
ployers, and (5) revoke the right to use na- 
tionals of all growers who are convicted of 
employing mixed crews of “wetbacks” and 
nationals on their property.

RETIRED MINISTER 


|The Rev. Mr. Reiner, Who 
‘Retired’ in 1947, Leads 
Florissant Presbyterians.

Five years ago the Rev. Fred 
C. Reiner retired from the Pres- 
byterian ministry. He was 65 
years old and had been pastor for 
— 33 years of Greeley Me- 

orial Presbyterian Church, 2240

When he became pastor of 
Greeley Church in 1914, it had 
fewer than 60 members; when he 
resigned in 1947, the membership 
was more than 400.

In 1948 he became the first 
pastor of the new Florissant Pres- 
byterian Church. The church on 
St. Francois avenue was organized 
that year with 73 charter mem- 
bers; today there are 300 mem- 
bers and the Sunday school has 
an enrollment of 350.

New 
pews and pulpit furnishings will 
be installed in the sanctuary, 
which will be enlarged to provide 
seating for 200 persons.

The congregation has raised 
$16,000, and an equal amount was 
obtained from the $12,000,000 
building fund of the Presbyterian 
Church U. S. A., $8000 being a 
grant and the rest a 13-year loan. 

“We must have more Sunday 
school rooms,” the Rev. Mr. Rein- 
er said. “Last Sunday one of 
our chilfren’s classes met in the 
janitor’s ‘broom closet.” 

The Rev. Mr. Reiner was born 
in St. Louis and grew up in the 
old Soulard Market district. He 
was under 21 years of age when 
(1901) he was elected a deacon of 
the newly-organized Markham 
Memorial Presbyterian Ghurch, 
1614 Menard street. The pastor 
of the church was the Rev. 
Charles Stelzle, who later became 
famous as a pioneer in bringing 
the facts of modern economic life 
to the attention of the churches. 

It was the Rev. Dr. Stelzle who 
influenced the Rev. Mr. Reiner to 
enter the ministry. The Rev. Mr. 
Reiner prepared at Chicago Theo- 
logical Seminary, a Congregation- 
al school, and served several 
Presbyterian pastorates in Illinois 
before coming to St. Louis.

churches were built. St. Vincent’s 
memorial windows have both Ger- 
man and Irish family names. 

St. Vincent’s parish yesterday 
began a two-day homecoming 
celebration.

Eugene E. McCarthy, C.M., has re- 
ceived letters from former par- 
ishioners. in Washington, D.C., 
Houston, Tex., Connecticut, and 
many other parishes in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county.

‘What Keeps Churches Apart?’ 
Problem for Lund Conference} 


Methodist Bishop Holt and Prof. Miller of 
Eden Seminary Delegates to Meeting 
on Faith and Order. 


Are you an Episcopalian, or a 
Lutheran—or whatever you hap- 
pen to be — because of convic- 


tions or because of geography? 
Are you a Congregationalist, or 
a Methodist, because you believe 
in that particular form of church 
polity, or has it something to do 
with Cromwell or the isolation of 
western American towns of the 
Nineteenth Century? 

Almost all Burman Christians 
are Baptists, and almost all Siam- 
ese Christians are Presbyter- 
ians. Why? Is there a real theo- 
logical difference in the thinking 
of the converts from Buddhism in 
these two neighboring countries? 

Is it basic theological difference 
which keeps the churches apart 
today? Or are what appear to be 
theological differences sometimes 
largely outgrowths of history and 
environment? . 

These are some of the “N-T 
(non-theological) factors” with 
which the Commission on Faith 
and Order of the World Council 
of Churches will grapple when its 
250 delegates meet for the third 
World Conference on Faith and 
Order in Lund, Sweden, Aug. 15- 
28. 

St. Louis Represented. 

St. Louis will be represented at 
Lund by two official delegates: 
Bishop Ivan Lee Holt, resident 
bishop of the St. Louis area of 
the Methodist Church, and the 
Rev. Allen O. Miller, professor of 
systematic theology at Eden Sem- 
inary. Bishop and Mrs. Holt now 
are in Paris; they will return to 
St. Louis about the middle of 
September. The Rev. and Mrs. 
Miller sailed from New York on 
July 16, and will return home on 
Sept. 12. 

The first World Conference on 
Faith and Order was held at Lau- 
sanne, Switzerland, in 1927. The 
second conference was held 10 
years later at Edinburgh. With 


the formation of the World Coun- 
cil of Churches in 1948 at Am- 
sterdam, the commission became, 
an integral part of that ecumen- 
ical organization. 

The mighty task the commis- 
sion has set itself is to discover 
what common agreements already 
exist between the member 
churches of the World Council 
(158 communions in 43 countries), 
what basic differences seem so 
deep-rocted that they will prob- 
ably not be overcome in the im- 
mediate future. It will also take 
up the subject of why it should 
be impossible for all to join to- 
gether in holy communion. 

‘Unconscious Motives.’ 

The preface to the commission’s 
“N-T” report states: 

“Christians, like al! others, 
often act both individually and 
collectively from unconscious mo- 
tives. The tendency of human 
nature is to rationalize decisions 
which are taken from quite dif- 
ferent grounds. Within the 
church that means offering theo- 
logical justification for divisions 
which in fact have been caused, 
at least in part, by quite other 
facts. The same is even more 
true of their maintenance. 

“If the churches really un- 
derstood the challenge of our 
time, in which the fate of man 
is at stake, could they any long- 
er hold back from mobilizing all 
their resources to meet it to- 
gether in whatever ways are open 
to them? 

“In the present time, the great- 
est threat of new schisms lies in 
the passionate adherence to po- 
litical ideologies and national or 
racial loyalties. We must be par- 
ticularly vigilant to see how these 
affect our present Christian fel- 
lowship and our hopes of unity. 
As members of churches, we all 
too often simply reflect the prej- 
udices of the society around us 
instead of transcending them.”

On the very rostrum where he 
had hoped to accept the Demo- 
cratic. presidential nomination, 
Senator Kefauver conceded de- 
feat, , 

Jt was 12:22 a.m. Kefauver, his 
head tilted forward, the television 
lights throwing gleaming splinters 
into his brown horn-rimmed 
glasses, spoke firmly and calmly: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, I have 
fought a hard fight. We have 
done the very best we could do. 

“My wife and I have enjoyed 
tremendously going to all parts of 
the United States. It has been a 
‘wonderful experience... .” 

Defeat for His Wife, Too. 

Kefauver and his wife Nancy 
had enjoyed it tremendously, this 
quest for the White House—up 
to 9 p.@>. 

- They ha@ campaigned together 
since late winver — from snow- 
drifted New Hampshire, where he 
had handed President Truman a 
classic licking in the first presi- 
dential primary of 1952, to sunny 
California where he had picked 
up a big bloc of 68 delegate votes. 

They had traveled 115,000 miles, 
shaken thousands of hands, made 
hundreds of speeches, 

The man who won the nomina- 
tion had not traveled a single 
mile, shaken a single hand nor 
made a campaign speech—be- 
cause Gov. Adlai E. StevensfM 
said he wanted only to be Gover- 
nor, not.President. 

It was Kerauver vs. Stevenson. 

Ahead on Two Ballots. 

The day of decision started with 
high promise for Kefauver, whose 
name became a household word 
through televised hearings of his 
Senate committee investigating 
crime. 

The first roll call started at 
12:21 p.m. yesterday. When it 
ended nearly four hours later, 
Kefauver led the field with 340 
votes. 7 | 

“I think I’m going to win,” he | 
said. 

It looked even more promising 
after the second ballot, when the 
Stevenson blitz had been sched- 
uled to hit—and did not. 

“I don’t see-—any draft’ move- 
ment here,” he said. “I think the 
Stevenson strength is about at fis 
peak.” 

Break Comes During Recess. 

A recess was called. Kefauver 
munched on a sandwich in his 
little. office a few yards off the 
convention floor. Suddenly—at 9 
p.m.—disaster struck. Just before 
the start of the third ballot, New 
Yerk announced that Averell Har- 
riman, Kefauver’s erstwhile ally, 
haf withdrawn from the race— 
and thrown his support to Steven- 
son. Gov. Paul Dever of Massa- 
chusetts tossed his “favorite son” 
delegates to Stevenson. It was 
the end. Kefauver knew it. 

Long before the third ballot 
roll. call was finished, Kefauver 
strode to the speaker’s platform, 
but they stopped him about 15 
feet from the rostrum. 

“Mr. Speaker, I have a state- 
ment...” he began. 

House Speaker Sam Rayburn, 
chairman of the convention, cut 
him off with an explanation that 
the roll call could not be inter- 
rupted. 

Red-faced, Kefauver retreated 
to the rear of the platform and 
waited until the roll call ended 
with Stevenson 342 votes shy of 
the number needed to clinch the 
nomination. 

Kefauver then stepped up to 
the podium. In a front row mez- 
zanine seat, a slender white- 
haired old man of 81 sat biting 
his lower lip. Robert C. Kefauver 
turned his head from the brown- 
suited figure on the podium—his 
son,» Nancy Kefauver sat at the 
rear of the platform.

LAST B-36 ORDERED, 
B-52 JET BOMBER 
WILL REPLACE IT 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (UP)— 
The B-36 bomber, the mainstay 
of the Air Force’s intercontinent- 


al bombing power, is headed for 
the hangar, to be replaced by 
speedier jet bombers. 

Air Force Under Secretary Ros- 
well L. Gilpatric announced last 
night that the Air Force has or- 
dered the last of the B-36s. The 
heavy bombers already ordered 
oe be completed, some time in 


The B-36, first designed in 
World War II, is powered by six 
conventional type radial engines 
and four jet pods, giving it a 
speed of more than 435 miles an 
hour.

THE NEW BOOK is excellent, both because of 
its convenient pocket size and its completeness 
There are 373 species described and illustrated in 
the volume and the authors have largely avoided 
treatment of sub-species which are of interest main- 
ly to the taxonomist and are so controversial as 
to render any book that treats them obsolete with- 
in a very short time. But the species described will 
enable the reader to identify all of the North 
American mammals north of the Mexican border, 
merely by referring to the color drawings. The 
text, at the same time, gives concise data on 
essential field marks, sizes and weights, with gen- 
erally a note on habitat and similar species. Ex- 
cellent maps shew the range of each species and 
these, since most of the mammals remain fairly 
well fixed within their natural range, are a great 
help in identifying such small fry as the lem- 
mings, mice, shrews, bats, ground squirrels and 
other rodents. There are, in addition, black and 
white illustrations showing the tracks and, in 
some cases, a typical habitat. 
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THE REALLY REMARKABLE thing about “A 
Field Guide to the Mammals” is the exquisite 
quality of Dick Grossenheider’s paintings. This is 
the thing which, to my mind, really gives value 
to any field guide in the hands of the amateur. 
If the color illustrations are interesting and ac- 
curate, the book becomes a constant companion in 
the field. If they are, in addition, beautiful, then 
the book takes its permanent place in the litera- 
ture of natural history. And certainly in this re- 
gard, Dick’s paintings leave nothing to be desired. 
Nothing, at least, except that the limitations of the 
volume keep them small, with several animals 
shown on each color plate. Certainly no American 
artist knows his animals more intimately and none 
has depicted them more accurately and with a 
greater ability to make each animal “come alive”

purposes of identification, leaves much to be de- 
sired in the way of information. Most of us aren't 
going to build a large library on the subject of 
mammals, flowers, insects, birds or fishes, as the 
case may be. So most of us would like our field 
guide’to give a fairly clear picture of the speci- 
men we are identifying. We are interested in 
knowing whether it is common or rare, if it is 
economically or ecologically important. For ex- 
ample, the fact that the elk is not an elk intrigues 
us; that its true name is “wapiti,” that it is a 
valued big game animal and that the herds today 
stand at the full carrying capacity of their range 
so that control by hunting is necessary. Or that the 
common muskrat is, economically speaking, the 
most important/furbearer on our continent. 
Byt even this is not meant as criticism of the 
“Field Guide to the Mammals,” however, and I 
would list the book as a “must” in every outdoor 
library, a valued field companion and required 
equipment for every young naturalist. 
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WE MISSOURIANS are fortunate to live in a 
state with a rich and varied fauna and flora that 
is hardly duplicated anywhere in America. We have 
lands that have been subjected to comparatively 
recent glaciation and others, like our St. Francois 
hills, which show no signs of having been covered 
by an ice cap.

Doomed to Failure

HERE is one thing you have to keep in mind in deciding 
T wietne to allow children choices or just to go ahead and 

make the decisions yourself, And that is the kind of situa- 
tion you are in. , : 

There are, unfortunately, some situations where almost 
by definition the use of choices is doomed to failure. 

If, for example, your child is overtired, it is unlikely that 
he will be able to make a good choice or that he will be happy 
with any choice he might make. When children are tired, it 
is important to simplify the situation, not to complicate it 
by allowing them to make their-.own choices. 


ee, ee 

NOR IS IT WISE to give choices in really important sit- 
uations where it seems necessary to you that the child act 
in a certain way. In such cases, don’t take the chance of giv- 
ing him the opportunity to choose its opposite. 

But perhaps the most unfortunate time for the giving 
of choices is when you and the child are involved in a new 
or difficult situation. 

Say you are in the dining car on a train, or in a restau- 
rant. The menu is presented. The mere fact of eating out, if 
he is not used to it, may be definitely over-stimulating for 
the child. You may be tense yourself in your hope that he 
will behave nicely so that people will think he is well brought 
up. You will complicate things unnecessarily if you add to the 
confusion by allowing him to choose his own menu. Unless 
he specially demands to choose his own meal, and seems 
capable of so doing, the problem of choice does not need to be 
introduced. 

iT ® 

BUT, ABOVE ALL, do not rely on the simple trick of giv- 
ing a choice to solve for you complex problems which only 
time, great skill, and considerable insight will actually be able 
to solve. Take the matter of feeding behavior, for example. 
Suppose that your 4-year-old is what is commonly described 
as a “real” feeding problem. 

You may have found the use of choices effective in 
other fields; so you decide to try letting him choose his own 
menu. You tell him that he may have anything he likes for 
dinner. He chooses some difficult and outlandish meal. You, 
in all good faith, prepare the menu and then—surprise! He 
eats no better than he customarily does. 

“But you chose it yourself!” you say. Alas! A boy was 
sent to do a man’s job. A feeding situation which has its 
roots in four years of things having gone wrong cannot be 
solved by a simple technique, no matter how effective such 
a technique may prove in a less serious situation.

So 
North duly showed two aces, and 
South, with his huge hand, shot 
the works. 


West was sure that a trump 
lead, wouldn’t help the enemy, so 
he made that selection. South 
himself then ran off five more 
trumps, discarding a heart and a 
spade from dummy, but he obvi- 
ously had no concrete plan in 
mind, and he proved it by saying: 
“Well, I'm licked unless the heart 
finesse works, and I don’t sup- 
pose it will.” ‘The opponents 
agreed and accepted the conces- 
sion. 


South didn’t have to be. so 
amiable! Success was assured if 
(a) the heart king lay where it 
certainly figured to lie, in West’s 
hand, and (b) if West also had 
the spade king, as was likely. All 
South had to do was cash the 
spade ace before running off 
every trump, simply taking the 
pains to keep the spade queen 
blank, one heart and the three top 
diamonds in dummy. When he 
then cashed the diamonds, dis- 
carding the three and deuce of 
spades from his own hand, West 
would find himself the victim of 
a Vienna Coup. Forced to keep 
the spade king against dummy’s 
queen, West would have to blank 
his king of hearts, and it would 
be no feat at all for South to lead 
dummy’s heart directly to his ace.

SIMPLE REFRESHMENTS ARE BEST FOR SUMMER PARTIES. 


OMEN’S lunch as it was 
W served in an earlier day was 

considered by the hostess and 
the guests to be a light affair. 
Today, most women would find 
the same lunch too hearty to 
suit either their tastes or the 
modern conception of the figure. 

Most women prefer, however, 
to be invited at luncheon time 
rather than to have late afternoon 
refreshments. If a sit-down lunch- 
eon is to served, a jellied con- 
somme, a salad accompanied by 
hot rolls or dainty sandwiches and 
a light dessert will be completely 
satisfying. The guests may be 
given their choice between iced 
tea and iced coffee. 

The hostess should also have 
facilities for supplying hot coffee 
or tea, as there are always some 
who prefer a hot to a cold bever- 
age. 

Even simpler combinations for 
food may be chosen for buffet 
service. Frosted iced coffee made 
with ice cream is a hearty, deli- 
cious drink. With rolled sand- 
wiches, a tray of relishes and 
dainty cookies for dessert, noth- 
ing more will be needed. After a 
light lunch the bridge or canasta 
addicts will undoubtedly play bet- 
ter and more alert than after a 
heavy meal. 

Rolled Sandwiches. 

Trim crusts from fresh, thin- 

sliced bread. Spread with chive 


cream cheese, or with cheese 
seasoned with minced onion or 
watercress. Roll each slice around 
a thin length-wise slice of cucum- 
ber or sprays of watercress. Se- 
cure with wooden picks. Wrap in 
heavy waxed paper or foil and 
chill. Before serving, remove picks. 
Frosted Coffee. 

One pint softened coffee ice 
cream. Two cups strong, chilled 
coffee. One and one-half cups 
chilled sparkling water or ginger- 
ale. 

Combine ice cream and coffee. 
Beat with rotary egg beater, elec- 
tric mixer or blender until thick 
and creamy. Beat in sparkling 
water or gingerale. Serve at 
once, Yield: Five to six servings. 

Tid-Bit Cookies. 

One-half cup sweetened con- 
densed milk. One and one-half 
cups shredded coconut. One-half 
teaspoon baking powder. One 
six-ounce package semi-sweet 
chocolate pieces. One teaspoon 
rum flavoring or vanilla. * 

Combine condensed milk, coco- 
nut and baking powder. Mix 
well. Stir in chocolate pieces and 
flavoring. Drop from teaspoon 
about two inches apart on greased 
baking sheet. Bake in moderately 
slow oven (325 degrees F. 25 min- 
utes or until delicately browned 
around edges. Remove cookies 
from sheet at once. Cool on wire 
racks. Yield: About 24 cookies.

Moderate Price Dip 
in Averages. 


NEW YORK, .July 26 (UP)— 
Industrial shares paced a quiet 
advance on the stock market dur- 
ing the past week. The group set 
a new high for more than 22 
yeers (Dow-Jones figures) on 
Thursday while rails and utilities 
approached their tops for more 
than 20 years. 

Profit-taking Friday after the 
steel strike settlement brought 
moderate declines in all the aver- 
ages. 

Traders moved with extreme 


caution early in the week. Mon- 
day’s sales of a mere 780,000 
shares were the same as on May 
19 and before that the lowest in 
three years. Sales, for the five 
sessions totaled 5,119,936 shares, 
a daily average of 1,023,987 
shares, against 5,467,945 shares or 
a daily average of 1,093,589 a 
week ago. 


End of Steel Strike. 


At the close of the week, the 
industrial average stood at 277.71, 
up 3.81 points; railroad, 102.29, 
up 1.69, and utility, 50.20, up 0.64, 

The rise was predicated on an 
early end of the steel strike. An- 
nouncement of the strike settle- 
ment was made from the White 
House on Thursday after the close 
of the market. First reaction to 
the strike end was a modest rise 
early in the Friday session. This 
attracted profit-taking and prices 
closed off on the week.

Thanks to the spinning, we have 
our 24-hour days. Except in the 
frigid zones, for certain months, 
there is daylight and darkness 
during every 24-hour period.
